R. TAFT ON THE CONSTITUTION. 
President Taft sounds the note with the true 
ring in it when he discusses the Constitution and 
necessary reforms in government. His views are 
American to the core. The Constitution is not a 
fetish in his mind, but is a living organism capable 
of growth and adaptation to the changed environ- 
ments of each age. Fundamentally it must remain 
intact, while in details it is flexible. 
We have had too much of views diametrically 
opposite to these. We have had reformers who 
never read the Constitution carefully letting some 
small scheme ages old, which works more or less 
satisfactorily in other countries, but radically un- 
American, run away with them. These would up- 
set our system from its very roots. The statesmen 
and philosophers who planned our form of govern- , 
ment purposely left these things out of the Consti- 
tution because they were not applicable to condi- 
tions among us. 
There is another school of thought which makes 


nies that it is adaptable in any way to changed 
conditions. Those who hold extreme views on 
States’ rights are of this school. The President, 
while standing so immovably for the f tal 
provisions, points out that the country as.i¥ is to- 
day, so vast in extent, with such gigantic business 
between the States carried on by immense corpora- 
tions, calls for a stronger government at the center 
than in other days. To deal with corporations do- 
ing business among the States he would have fran- 
chises granted by the Federal government. This is 
a new way of dealing with the subject, as all such 
frinchises so far have been of State origin. But 
such a departure does not involve the slightest 
breach of constitutional law, nor in any way in- 
fringe upon any essential right reserved by the 
States for State control.

Head of the Police Department U 
That Citizens Aid in the Preser- 
vation of Order. 

Chief of Police Dishman asks the co- 
operation of all citizens in preserving 
order on the streets during parade 
times next week. He asks especially 
that when Los Angeles residents are 
given orders by the police that they

who respects the policeman's uniform. 
The Police Commission and the police 
are resolved to treat all persons alike 
during the week. and that no person 
shall be shown favoritism in securing 
~antage places on the street to view 
the sights.

Will Demand Increase of Wages 
te Take Effect Monday Week—Vote 
to Make Demand, But Fail to 
Agree Upon How Much—Em- 
ployers Will Resist.

the city begun to take on a new stock 
of genera! prosperity than the Journey- 
man Plumbers’ Union begins the agi- 
tation for an increase of wages. The 
unions seemingly wait for the city to 
au up with visitors on some festive 
occasion, when everybody wants har- 
mony to show up with a big “H,” as 
a suitable time to make their demands 
and impress strangers with their littie- 
ness, on the mistaken hypothesis that 
it will demonstrate their importance. 
They would show much better taste 
and create less antagonism if they 
would wait until the festivities attend- 
ant upon the visit of the Elks are at 
an end. 
Journeymen plumbers are now get- 
ting $4 a day, much more than most 
other mechanics, and yet theirs is the 
least skilled of all the trades. More

They not only decide to ask 
for an advance to $4.50 or $5 a day, 
but if they get it, they pro to de- 
mand a Saturday half-holiday, on full 
pay. It is very unfair to boss plumb- 
ers, who have made contracts for the 
plumbing of buildings now in course 
of construction, estimating the wages 
at $4 a day. If they succeed in get- 
ting the advance, it is but the forerun- 
ner of a like demand on the part of 
all the other trades unions.” 

This same man said that the boss 
plumbers will be compelled to resist 
the demand, because it would be the 
ruination of some of them who have 
contracts ynder way, and they will 
look to independent labor to save them 
from loss. In that event the agita- 
tors will throw the loss upon them- 
selves by bringing about an enforced 
vacation, and not only upon them- 
selves, but, unfortunately, upon those 
among the union men who are satis- 
fied with present wages, and who are
